There is a tradition among the wise 
men of the Bast that the sheik Ibra- 
him Abou Zacbayn introduced it into 
Hodeidah from Ethiopia about 1430. 
But ask any Yemen Arab and he will 
tell you "it has been always.

used as a beverage in the Yemen, but 
the fresh leaves are invariably chewed.

The old 
leaves are tough and ought to tan a 
leathers tongue.

fect of khat' on the human fystem 
hcs never yet been ascertained. It is 
certainly a stimulant wllh a lively 
and nearly Immediate effect upon the 
brain and nerve cells; the gloomiest 
man becomes cheerful under Its influ- 
ence, the most enervated active. Wlth- 
nl, I have been unable to learn of a 
single case of immediate or harmful 
reaction such as Invariably follows the 
use of other stimulants.

'"To.care for the wile ami children 


of the enlisted man during; ais ser- 
vice, the war insurance la*' compels 
him to -contribute up to oiie-half of 
Ws-pay-for their support. The gov- 
ernment; on application, -will gener- 
ously add 10 this an allowance of from 
$5" to 550 a .month, according to the 
size of", the family. ^Moreoier, if the 
enlisted' man 1-srill make some farther 
provision.liimseTf for a.depeiident par- 
ent, brother, "sister," or grandchild, 
they may be included in the govern- 
ment allowance, 
. 


"If. as ,a result of injuries incurred 


.or disease contracted in -the line of 
duty, an officer or enlisted jnan or an 
Army or JCavy nurse should be dis- 
abled, provision is made for compensa- 
tion of from ?30 to $100 a month to 
him, and, should he die, compensa- 
tion of" from ?20 to $75 .a month will 
be paid to his wife, his child, or his 
vrido-wed mother.

"In. order, however, to fully pro- 


tect each person and family. Congress 
has made it possible for every soldier, 
sailor, and nurse" to' obtain life and 
total disability insurance. 
This in- 


surance applies to injuries received 
while be or she is iti the service or 
after he or she shall have left it. 


"Exposure to the extra dangers 'of 


war makes the cost of life insurance 
in private life insurance companies 
prohibitive. It was; therefore, a plain 
duty and obligation for the government 
to assume the risk of Insuring hun- 
dreds o£ thousands of our soldiers and 
sailors who are making the supreme 
sacrifice. 
Untier this law, uvery sold- 


ier and sailor rind nurse, corjmissione<l 
and enlisted, ;ind of any aj;c, has the 
right, between now and February 18, 
191S, to take out life and total-disabil- 
ity Insurance np to ?10,<X>0 at very 
low cost, with the government with- 
out medical examination. This right 
.is purely optional. The soldiers and 
sailors are not compelled to take in- 
surance, but if- they desire to exer- 
cise the right, they must di> so before 
the 12th of February, 1918. The^cost 
ranges from E5 cents monthly, at the 
age of 21, to $1.20 monthly, at the 
age of 51, for each Jl-,000 of insurance. 
This is a small charge on a man's 
pay—small in. proportion to the bene- 
fits it may bring him. The premi- 
ums wfll be deducted from his pay, if 
he desires, thus eliminating trouble 
on his part.

"To provide 
adaq-aate protection 


'•until February 12, 1918, during the 
period when the soldiers ;ind sailors 
are learning the details of this law, 
the government automatically insures 
each man and woman, coiomisslonert 
or enlisted m the military service of 
the United States. It pays the man 
J25 a" month during total permanent 
disability; if he dies within 20 years, 
it pays th« rest of 240 monthly in- 
stallments of $25 each to his wife, 
child, or widowed mother. 


"I desire to call the provisions of 


this.just and generous law to the at- 
tention of our officers and enlisted meu 
and women so that they nay not be 
deprived of their rights through lack 
of knowledge. Pull information may 
be obtained from the burrau of war 
risk insurance of the Treasury De- 
partment. "Washington,

"This Is the greatest meagre of pro-

forces by any nation in tho history of 
the world. It is not charity; it is 
simply justice to the enlisted men and 
women and to their loved ones at 
home, and each and every one of 
them should promptly take the bene- 
fits-of this great law." . .
